Attorney Gen­ 
eral Smith has filed hi 8 objections in the 
supreme court to the filing of the com­ 
plaint of Louisiana against the state of 
Texas, in which a temporary injunction 
ie sought to prevent the officials of tho 
latter Htate from maintaining a quaran­ 
tine against the city of New Orleans 
The objections are: 
1. That the court has no jurisdiction 
of either the parties to or of the subject 
matter of this Buit, because it appears 
from the face of said bill that the m at­ 
ters complained of do not constitute 
within the meaning of tho constitution 
of the United States any controversy 
between Louisiana and Texas 
2. Because the allegations of said bill 
show that the only issues presented by 
the bill arish between the state of Texas 
or ber officers and certain persons in 
New Orleans who are engaged in inter- 
state commerce, which do not in any 
manner concern Louisiana as a corpo­ 
rate body or state. 
8. Because the bill shows upon its 
face that the suit is in reality for, and 
in behalf of certain individuals engaged 
in interstate commerce, and while the 
suit is attempted to be prosecuted for, 
and in the name of the state of Louis­ 
iana, said state is only in effect loaning 
its name to said individuals, and is only 
a nominal party, the real parties at 
interest being individuals in the city of 
New Orleans who arc engaged in inter­ 
state commerce. 
4 That if the allegations of the bill 
be true, then it appears as to the m at­ 
ter complained of the said William F. 
Blunt, health officer of the state of 
Texas, is not acting for and on behalf 
of the state of Texas, under and by vir­ 
tue of any law of the state, but that all 
of his acts are in excess of his power 
and authority as an officer of Texas, not 
binding on the state of Texas, ami that 
as to such illegal and unauthorized acts 
of said William F. Blunt, the said stats 
of Texas cannot be held responsible, and 
therefore no such possible controversy 
between the states of Louisiana aud 
Texas is shown as would give this court 
jurisdiction of the parties or of the sub­ 
ject m atter of the suit to permit the 
complainant to file this bill and to force 
the state of Texas and her officers to ap­ 
pear herein would only subject the 
state of Texas to great expense and an­ 
noyance without any benefit or ad­ 
vantage to complainant. 
11 After the filing of the objections 
Judge Farrar, representing the state of 
Louisiana, asked until next Monday to 
prepare a brief in replication. 
This re­ 
quest was granted. 
Oral argument on

of complaint is permitted to be filed, a 
day will set for the preliminary hearing 
on the motion for injunction contained 
in complainant’s bill.

The policy of General Otis is Arm 
ly set against the buying of any su rren ­ 
ders. 
Pro del Pilar offers for tile sum 
of $39,(HH) to refrain from attacking Ma­ 
nila with his arm y; for the sum of $250,* 
OOO he offers to surrender his arm y after 
a sham battle, both sides firing into tho 
air, and for the sum of $500,(WO says he 
would procure tho overthrow of the in ­ 
surrection and capture Aguinaldo, Pa- 
terne and other leaders. 
In the course 
of the communication he refers to Ag­ 
uinaldo in contem ptuous terms, indicat 
ing th at strained relations existed be­ 
tween them. 
Reports are being received from dis­ 
tricts occupied by the enemy th at tho 
Filipinos believe th at Pio del Pilar has 
audaciously planned to break through 
tho American lines into M anila aud 
seize General Otis and the archbishop.
